difficult for the people to obtain these foods at a time when the 
neeessitiesiof life are-soaring at almost prohibitive prices.

I manner in which this war department surplus is being handled 


1 fovcreate anything but the belief that the food profiteers of the 
'country have their thand in this matter in preventing these 


" foods ^fronr^'breaking" the market. 


When the armistice was signed the war department had al 


\ ready contracted for millions of cans of bacon, roast beef, ham 
'and-vegetableswhich were to be transported to France. With 
itheend of the war the department necessarily found itself with 
a tremendous surplus not only of foods but everything else need 
edimwar. 


It is estimated that there was a surplus of some $2,000, 


j 000,000 worth of food and material which the department would 


have to dispose of. A gentleman named Hare, picked from th< 


, ranks of Big Business in the east, was selected at a salary o: 
$25,000 a year to act as the agent of the war department in dis 
posing- of this material. 


The first announcement made was that the huge stores o: 


meat would be sent to Europe into areas where millions were 
starving. Many, however, saw the hands of the packers in this 
proposal and they contended that this immense amount of mea 
was to be sent to Europe in order to hold up prices in this conn 
try. 
Secretary Baker evidently heard rumblings concerning 


this plan and it was then announced that these foodstuffs woulf 
be made available to the American people. 


Meanwhile Hare framed up a plan by which this meat wouli 


be made available, not to the people or the little fellow, but t 
the big packers. 
He made a role that no single commodity 


should be sold in less than a carload lot. Of course it wasn' 
strange that the packers were the only people who bid in this 
manner. 
Here is a story which appeared in the Washington 


Post concerning this transaction: 


Bids which were opened Friday for surplus Army meat and vegetable 


are almost certain to be rejected, it is intimated at the War Dcpartmen 


When bids for the 142,000,000 pounds of bacon and canned meat au 


5,500,000 cases of canned vegetables were opened in 13 Army supp]

The War Department, after its announcement that the goods would b 


sold abroad was withdrawn, offered to permit State and municipal penal

At Chicago there were but 11 bids for the millions of pounds in tha 


zone. These were from packers principally. One packer bid for the entir

• accepted, only from 20 to 25 cents -a pound. Retail prices to-day for simila 
' supplies range from 65 to 80 cents a pound. 


If tho War Department has to ask for the new bids, Secretary Bake 


indicated that dealers closer to the public than those who quoted price 
last time will be reached. 


Here Secretary Baker once more intervened. He evidentl 


saw the storm of protest that would come from the millions 
American people compelled to pay from 65 to 80 cents a poun 
on these foodstuffs while the packers were bidding from 20 t 
25 cents a pound. 


And still every barrier and obstacle is being placed in th 


way of making this material available to the people at cheap 
prices. While millions of dollars worth of these foodstuffs ar 
being held in storage the American people are continuing to pa 
exorbitant prices to the food profiteers. 
Here is some infor- 


mation that has recently come from the Department of Labor 
at Washington: 


And still the price of food goes up. For. 22 selected items the retail 


price in May, 1919, declares a statement issuad from the Department of 
Labor to-day, was 2 per'cent higher than in'April, 1919; 17 per cent 
higher than May, 1918; and S2 per cent higher than May, 1913. 


It is estimated that the average price of food is now within approxi- 


mately 1 per cent of what is was in December, 1918, when is reached.its 
•highest point. 


Out of 41 articles for which prices are received by the Bureau of Labor 


Statistics each month from retail dealers, 26 advanced in price in May, as 
'compared with April of this year. These same 26 articles advanced in 
April over the preceding months -with these exceptions: Bacon, butter, 
lamb, oranges, and plate beef increased in April, but decreased in May;, 
evaporated milk, nut margarine, corn flakes,.raisins, and tea decreased in 
April, but increased in May; and bread, canned peas, rice and sugar have 
remained the same'since March,
